NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


An Internal Affairs Bureau team comprised of Lieutenant Michael Berg, Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Louis Vigil, responded to Carson Station to conduct a force review 
following the force used by deputies during the arrest of Suspect Ninh Pham. Suspect 
Pham was diagnosed with two fractured ribs (right side 6° and 7" rib) after his arrest. 


SUMMARY: 

On September 3, 2014, at 1910 hours, Deputies Ismael Opina and EEE carson 
Special Assignment Unit 160W2, responded to East Bonds Street, Carson, in order 
to arrest Suspect Ninh Pham. Suspect Pham failed to register as a sex offender 
pursuant to the laws under 290 PC. 


IAB Note: Suspect Pham was 
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Deputies Opina and| contacted Suspect Pham on the sidewalk in front of the 
location. Deputy| spoke to Suspect Pham in Vietnamese and explained due to his 
failure to register as a sex offender, he would be placed under arrest. 


Suspect Pham insisted he did not need to register and yelled, “If you touch me, I’m 
going to kick your ass.” As Suspect Pham yelled, he took a fighting stance, raised his 
clenched fists to his chest area and began to move backwards, away from the deputies. 
Suspect Pham moved backwards, towards the front door of the location. 


De uties land Opina feared Suspect Pham was going to assault them. Deputy 

grabbed Suspect Pham’s right wrist, but Suspect Pham swung his arm away and 
continued walking away from them. Deputy Opina then grabbed Suspect Pham’s left 
wrist his left hand and grabbed his (Suspect Pham’s) left tricep with his right hand in an 
attempt control him. Suspect Pham attempted to pull his left arm away from Deputy 
Opina, causing Deputy Opina to move towards Suspect Pham. Suspect Pham clinched 
his right fist as he attempted to turn and face Deputy Opina. Suspect Pham raised his 
tight fist and attempted to punch Deputy Opina in the head. Deputy Opina pushed 
Suspect Pham against the east wall of the residence, pinning his (Suspect Pham’s) right 
arm against the wall. 


Deputy attempted to grab hold of Suspect Pham’s right arm, but was unable to 
because It was pinned against the wall. Deputy Opina pulled Suspect Pham away from 
the wall as Dept tert to grab hold of him. Suspect Pham pulled his left 
arm closer to his body and began to tense up. Deputy Opina, fearing Suspect Pham 
would break their hold and begin assaulting them, released his hold on Suspect Pham’s 
tricep. Deputy Opina immediately placed his right arm behind Suspect Pham’s back 
and his right leg across Suspect Pham’s legs, causing Suspect Pham to fall onto the 
ground on his right side. Suspect Pham held onto Deputy Opina as he fell, causing 
Deputy Opina to inadvertently land on Suspect Pham’s left side. 


Deputies fend Opina handcuffed the suspect without further incident. 


Deputies and Opina authored supplemental reports detailing their observations 
and actions during this incident. Refer to Exhibit “A,” pages 6 and 8. 


Suspect Pham was transported to Torrance Memorial Hospital (3330 Lomita Boulevard, 
Torrance, 310-325-9110) for an “Ok to book.” Suspect Pham was examined and 
treated by Emergency Room Staff, Doctor Gina Sulmeyer. It was discovered that 
Suspect Pham had two fractures to the 6th and 7th right ribs. 


They were aware of the incident but did not witness the force. 
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IAB Note: JAB Investigators noted surveillance cameras on the home of Mr. 
N Mr. aid his surveillance cameras attached to his 
home were installed in January 2015. He said the cameras were 
not positioned to capture footage of the Suspect Pham’s front yard.

His partner was Deputy | On September 3, 2014, Detective Daniel 
Starkey, Carson Station Detective Bureau, told them that Suspect Ninh Pham had not 
registered as a sex offender for the year 2014 and was named as a “Suspect” in a crime 
report. Deputies and Opina drove to Suspect Pham’s residence to arrest him for 
the charge of failing to register as a sex offender. 


Deputy Opina said Suspect Pham stepped out of his residence and spoke to them in 
the front yard. Deputy| explained to Suspect Pham, in Vietnamese and English, 
their reason for being there and their intent to arrest him. 


Deputy Opina told Suspect Pham to turn around and place his hands behind his back. 
Suspect Pham became upset and took a fighting stance with his left fist clinched and 
both hands up in front of his chest. 


Deputy Opina grabbed Suspect Pham’s left wrist with his (Deputy Opina’s) left hand and 
Suspect Pham’s tricep area with his right hand. Suspect Pham attempted to break 
Deputy Opina’s hold by pulling downward and away from Deputy Opina. Deputy Opina 
saw Suspect Pham raise his right hand and believed he was about to punch him. 
Deputy Opina stood offset behind Suspect Pham and placed him against the garage 
wall. Deputy Opina held Suspect Pham’s right side against the wall to keep him from 
using his right arm to strike at them. 


Deputy Opina said he told Suspect Pham to stop fighting, but Suspect Pham continued 
to pull and attempt to break his hold on him. 


Deputy Opina pulled Suspect Pham away from the wall in order for Deputy ito 
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assist in handcuffing Suspect Pham’s right hand. Suspect Pham continued to drop his 
weight and attempt to break free from Deputy Opina’s hold 


Deputy Opina felt Suspect Pham movements were causing him to be off balance, and 
he believed he was going to fall. Deputy Opina feared if he fell the suspect would land 
on top of him. 


Deputy Opina placed his right leg in front of Suspect Pham and pushed him forward, 
causing Suspect Pham to fall. Suspect Pham grabbed onto Deputy Opina as he fell, 
causing Deputy Opina to land on him. 


Suspect Pham fell onto his right side as Deputy Opina landed on Suspect Pham’s left 
side. Deputy Opina heard Suspect Pham let out a big gasp and say, “ All right, all right.” 
Suspect Pham then placed his hands behind his back and was handcuffed without 
further incident. 


Deputy Opina said his intention was never to fall onto Suspect Pham during the take 
down. 


Deputy Opina did not see any injuries on Suspect Pham.

Suspect Pham’s right side and back were against 
the wall_and eae to grab hold of his (Suspect Pham's) right hand. 
Deputy realized Suspect Pham’s right arm was against the wall, so he attempted 
to grab ho E: his left arm. Suddenly both Suspect Pham and Deputy Opina went down 
to ground. 


Deputy saw Suspect Pham fall onto his (Suspect Pham’s) right side, as Deputy 
Opina landed on top of him. The suspect was then handcuffed without further incident.

On September 4, 2014, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott Graham and Louis Vigil 
interviewed Suspect Ninh Pham. This interview was conducted at Carson Station jail 
and was digitally audio recorded. 

Suspect Pham said the deputies had no reason to be at his house. The deputies 
explained to him the reason they were going to arrest him and he showed them the 
paperwork he had from the court. When the deputies tried to arrest him, he got scared 
and tried to run back into his house. 


Suspect Pham said one deputy grabbed him by the neck, took him to the ground and 
choked him. The deputy then stood on his back. 


Suspect Pham said he was in a lot of pain as he lay on the ground. 


Suspect Pham said he knew he broke his rib during this incident because he had been 
able to bowl earlier that day.

aid Suspect Pham was defending himself, because Suspect Pham believed that 

no one had the right to arrest him. Suspect Pham was pushed against the wall as the 
deputies tried to grab him. Suspect Pham resisted as the deputies had a hold on his 
arms. The deputy in front of Suspect Pham moved him to the right and they both went 
down on the ground. Suspect Pham fell backwards and the deputy landed on top of 
him. Suspect Pham was handcuffed with no further incident. 


Mr. did not see Suspect Pham or the deputies punch or kick each other during the 
incident.

SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Immediately following the incident, Suspect Pham refused to be examined and treated 
by Los Angeles County Fire Department, Engine #36, at the scene.

Suspect Pham was transported to Torrance Memorial Hospital (3330 Lomita Boulevard, 
Torrance, 310-325-9110) for an “Ok to book.” Suspect Pham was examined and 
treated by Emergency Room Staff, Doctor Gina Sulmeyer. It was discovered that 
Suspect Pham had two fractures to the 6* and 7" right ribs. 


Sergeant John Steele, Carson Station, contacted Doctor Sulmeyer and explained the 
force used by deputies. Doctor Sulmeyer said the injuries would be consistent with the 
suspect and deputies falling onto the ground. Doctor Sulmeyer said Suspect Pham had 
previous fractures and 2 recent ones. She said the recent ones could have been from 
this incident, or may have been a couple days old.
